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NATURE  BATS  LAST 


On  Tuesday  November 
18,  the  Public  Lectures 
Committee,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Dean 
Spigel,  had  Walter  Gray  of 
the  Algonquin  Wildlands 
League  speak  about  the 
conservation  and  pollution 
problems  in  our  provincial 
parks. 

Mr.  Gray  jokingly 
referred  to  his  conservation 
group  as  the  "Wildman's 
League"  referring  to  the 
reputation  the  league  was 
gaining  in  some 
governmental  circles.  This 
name  was  quickly  put  aside 
when  Mr.  Gray  said  that  U 
Thant,  Secretary  General  of 
the  U.N.,  had  joined  as  an 
avid  supporter  of  the 
group's  conservation 
policies. 

After  his  opening 
remarks,  the  speaker  hit 
hard  with  some  pollution 
facts  of  our  dying  planet. 
He  said  that  the  burning  of 
fossil  fuels  had  increased 
atmospheric  carbon  dioxide 
to  10%.  In  the  US  there  are 
142  million  tons  of  smoke 
and  dust  particles  annually 
defecated  into  the  air. 
Another  20  million  tons  of 
waste  rock  are  annually 
deposited  on  arable  land  as 
a  result  of  development 
projects.  The  world  annual 
production  of  pesticides  is  1 
billion,  300  million  pounds. 
In  recent  years.  I  billion 
200  million  acres  of  arable 
land  have  been  lost  to 
erosion  due  to 
mismanagement  of  land. 


Mr.  Gray  then  told  the 
audience  that  the  A.W.L. 
was  concerned  with  the 
environmental  deterioration 
of  Algonquin  Park. 
According  to  him,  24 
private  lumbering 
companies  are  stripping 
large  portions  of  the  park  in 
more  ways  than  one.  Since 
the  logging  industry  has 
become  mechanized  and  a 
year  round  operation,  many 
logging  roads  have  been  cut 
to  reach  the  hinterland 
forest.  There  are  500  to 
1400  miles  of  logging  roads 
depending  on  who  counts 
them,  the  logging  companies 
or  the  government.  Of  these 
roads,  175  miles  have  been 
added  in  the  last  five  years. 

Most  if  not  all  of  the 
logging  companies  are 
partially  or  wholly  owned 
by  Americans.  The 
provincial  government,  in 
setting  up  the  park, 
stipulated  that  the  Park  was 
for  the  benefit  of  the 
citizens  and  not  to  be  used 
for  commercial  purposes. 

Last  summer  the 
A.W.L.  discovered  that  the 
Lake  of  Two  Rivers  was 
polluted.  When  the  Dept.  of 
Lands  and  Forests  was 
approached  about  the 
situation,  they  hedged,  then 
admitted  that  they  had 
known  of  the  problem  for  a 
year  without  informing  the 
public.  "No  Swimming" 
signs  were  posted  soon 
after. 

Mr.  Gray  concluded  in 
calling  for  the  institution  of 
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Mainspeaker  Walter  Gray  in 
Dean  Spigel  and  Gray. 

a  National  Environmental 
Foundation  similar  to  that 
now  in  existence  in  the  U.S. 
He  stated  that  it  could 
operate  much  the  same  way 
as  the  National  Arts  Council 
or  the  National  Research 
Council,  that  we  have  now, 
here  in  Canada. 

After  Mr.  Gray,  Dr. 
Plowright  informed  the 
audience  that  it  was  only  a

SAC  RE  P.  SPEAKS  OUT 


After  the  minutes  of 
the  last  E.C.C.  meeting  were 
approved  the  council 
consisting  of  chairman  Dr. 
Wilson,  30  students  and 
faculty  passed  several 
motions  on  November  17 
and  listened  to  Reports  of 
Committee    representatives. 

A  motion  that  a 
staff-student  committee  be 
formed  in  each  discipline 
with  each  committee 
consisting  of  all  members  of 
the  faculty  in  that  discipline 
plus  the  appropriate  elected 
student  representation,  was 
consented  to.  The 
staff-student  committees 
which  are  what  C.U.G.  (still 
not  legislation)  calls  for, 
would  set  up  curriculum, 
hear  complaints  and  be 
advisors  to  the  Dean's 
office. 

Professor  Rower  then 
moved  that  a  committee  be 
formed    to    arrange    for    a 


symposium  to  be  held  on 
''The  Government  of 
Frindale  College".  This 
motion  was  passed.  Dean 
Robinson  proposed  an  Open 
House  at  Erindale  to  show 
the  college  to  the  public  and 
to  attract  high  school 
students  to  the  college. 
Discussion  revealed  that  an 
Open  House  would  draw  in 
too  few  high  school 
students.  The  motion  was 
defeated. 

After  the  motion  that 
Mr.  H.L.  Smith  be 
appointed  as  the 
representative  of  Erindale 
College  to  the  Library 
Council  of  the  Senate  was 
passed,  reports  of 
Committee  heads  were 
heard. 

Dr.  Wilson  told  us  that 
the  new  building  to  the 
south  would  be  completed 
by  September.  Dr.  Rae  of 
the      School      Liason 


Committee  sent  17  high 
schools  an  Erindale  bulletin 
offering  to  let  them  lour 
Erindale 

Except  for  suggestion  3: 
"The  faculty  common  room 
if  designated  for  the  use  oi 
the  faculty,  to  be  open  lo 
students  when  invited  by 
individual  faculty 
members",  the  Council 
passed  the  Report  from  the 
Student  Facilities 
Committee. 

The  Report  revealed 
that  a  paper  prepared  by  the 
Student  Residence 
Committee  had  set  up  a 
group  to  make  proposals  on 
residence  policy.  Second,  a 
full-time  cleaner  to  iri 
employed  for  the  student 
common  room  and  a 
timetable  indicating  the 
hours  when  classrooms  are 
free  for  study   were   urged

Members  on  Council  have 
realized  the  necessity  of 
taking  an  introspective  look 
at  themselves  in  their 
relation  to  SAC  and  SAC  's 
relation  lo  various  colleges 
and  ultimately  to  the 
individual  student.  The 
beginning  of  CI  SS  \C  will 
take  place  in  a  special 
meeting  of  Council  to  be 
held  Wednesday  November 
26th  at  7pm  on  the  St. 
George  Campus 


Both  these  steps  are 
honest  and  sincere  actions 
taken  by  SAC  to  improve  its 
relations  to  the  U  of  I 
student.

We  are  dying.  The  Human  Race  as  a  species  is  quickly 
killing  itself  in  a  pile  of  effluence  that  grows  in  geometric 
proportions  like  a  cancer  that  will  envelop  us  in  a 
stranglehold  of  stench. 

As  members  of  the  academic  community,  we  should 
more  and  more  take  the  pollution  issue  upon  ourselves  to 
educate  the  taxpapers  (who  pay  60%  -  80%  of  our 
education)  and  to  pressure  the  government  into  attacking 
pollution  at  its  root  problems  instead  of  a  hodge  podge  of 
meaningless  half  measures. 

For  example,  detergents  do  their  own  thing  and  kill  our 
usable  water  supplies.  Biodegradable  detergents  in  releasing 
large  amounts  of  phosphorous  do  not  act  like  conventional 
detergents  but  they  do  the  job  just  the  same.  These  vast 
quantities  of  phosphorous  could  not  previously  be 
extracted  in  our  conventional  sewage  treatment  plants. 
Now  the  Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission  has  a  cheap 
process  that  removes  92%  of  the  free  phosphates  from 
sewage,  [f  the  Ontario  government  aided  or  forced  every 
municipality  in  the  province  to  erect  the  new  type  of 
treatment  plant,  then  banned  nonbiodegradable  detergents, 
a  major  breakthrough  in  pollution  legislation  would  be 
effected,  hopefully  leading  to  others. 

It  is  senseless  for  the  provincial  government  to  sponsor 
the  OWRC,  then  not  respect  or  implement  its  findings  that 
would  be  of  benefit  to  the  citizens. 

As  a  group,  we  can  start  the  pressure.  It  is  never  too 
late.

limitless  field  is  the  one 
human  prerequisite  for 
action.  We  balk  when  our 
courses  are  determined  by 
circumstance.  We  tremble 
with  hatred  at  every 
imposition  of  necessity,  and 
it  is  imposing  more  and 
more. 

Student  Radicals;  it  is 
to  laugh  or  sneer.  I  don't 
mean  one  can't  admire  them 
as  one  admires  Johnson, 
perhaps;  a  glorious  inanity 
and  not  Nixon;  a  mere 
inanity.

And  besides,  it 
wouldn't  solve  the  real 
problem,  the  problem  they 
can't  face,  the  truth  that

run. 

It's 
not  as  bad  as  all  that.  Plenty 
of  times  before  there  have 
been  poor  leaders,  foolish 
wars  and  all  kinds  of 
problems.  Maybe,  but  never 
before  did  anyone  have 
indubitable  evidence  that  he 
could,  by  action  or  inaction, 
place  that  final  limit  upon 
the  world,  that  final  limit 
that  has  bred  all  the  others. 
This  finite  possibility  that 
can't  be  faced  or  ignored 
and  it  is  sublimated  into 
innumerable  pointless 
channels,  detectable  in  the 
policies  of  presidents  and 
the  faces  of  your  friends. 
Johnson  flails  at  Viet  Nam, 
and  the  Radicals  flail  at  the 
universities  with  the 
single-minded  simplicity  of 
men  who  can't  even  admit 
that  this  isn't  really  what 
they  want  to  do. 


All  around  the  world  a 
chain  of  jostling  human 
elbows  and  you  can't  go 
anywhere  to  escape  the 
feeling  that  you're  stepping 
on  someones  toes  or 
someone  is  stepping  on 
yours.

Our  Health  Service  is 
just  that.  It  is  ours.  As  part 
of  the  tuition  fee,  the  health 
service  fee  provides  all  the 
consultation  and  minor 
medication  that  a  person 
could  need. 

For  part  of  every  day 
there  is  one  of  two  general 
practitioners  in  attendance 
in  Room  I  14.  They  cannot 
take  out  your  appendix  but 
they  will  get  you  to  a 
hospital  if  you  need  it.  They 
can  also  perform  free 
physicals  whether  you  want 
to  take  sports  or  not. 

Psychiatric  service  is 
also  available.  At  alternate 
times  twice  a  week,  two 
psychiatrists  are  at  Erindale 
available  for  consultation. 
You  do  not  have  to  be 
mentally  ill  to  need  a 
psychiatrist.  They  can  treat 
emotional  problems  in 
much  the  same  way  as  a 
general  practitioner  can 
treat  the  flu.  Of  course  the 
methods  are  different,  but 
then  so  are  the  areas  of 
specialization.  Everything  is 
confidential. 

At  any  time  during  the 
day  Mrs.  Degutis  is  more 
than  willing  to  talk  or  give 
friendly  advice.  Contrary  to 
high  school  policy,  if  you 
have  a  cold  or  a  headache 
you  can  get  aspirin  from  our 
nurse.  If  you  need  allergy 
shots,  bring  your  serum  and 
Mrs.  Degutis  can  administer 
the  injection. 

There  are  lots  of  things 
the  Health  Service  can  do 
for  you.  But  best  of  all,  its 
free.

A  Midsummer 
Night's  Dream 


The  English 
Department  somehow  has  a 
knack  for  choosing 
outstanding  films.  They've 
done  it  again.

Midsummer  Night's  Dream, 
with  the  proverbial  all-star 
cast  of  thousands. 
Everybody  who  is  anybody 
stars  in  this  version  of  the 
play:  Mary  Pickford,  Dick 
Powell,  Olivia  de  Haviland, 
Mickey  Rooney,  Victor 
Jory,  Joe  E.  Brown  and 
James  Cagney.  Shakespeare 
has  never  been  the  same. 


The  film,  produced 
around  1938  by  Max 
Reinhardt  for  United 
Artists,  is  a  charmingly 
funny  rendition  of  an 
enjoyable  play.  Some  of  the 
c  h  a  racters  M  ii  ;ey 

Rooney  as  Robin  Puck,  the 
mischievous  fairy,  and 
James  Cagney  as  Nick 
Bottom,  the  impetuous  and 
enthusiastic  weaver  were 
played  in  a  very  laughable 
manner,  if  not  in  the 
greatest  of  Shakespearean 
traditions.    ■ 


The  film,  which  covered 
just  over  two  and  a  half 
hours,  plus  cartoon  ("Merrie 
Melodies"  does  this  mean 
the  English  Department  is 
Mickey  Mouse??),  was  one 
of  those  expensive 
Hollywood      extravaganzas. 


"brought  to  you  at  great 
cost".  At  times,  it  came 
over  in  exactly  that  fashion. 
For  example,  the  scenes  in 
which  the  fairies  dance  and 
sing,  which  are  far  from 
vital  to  the  plot,  are  much 
more  extravagant  ihan  any 
Shakespearean  production, 
both  in  costumes  and 
staging.  The  sets,  too,  were 
anachronistic  the  Grecian 
courtiers  and  their  ladies 
more  closely  resembled 
those  of  Shakespearean  or 
even  Victorian  times. 


However,  viewed  in  its 
entirety,  A  Midsummer 
Night's  Dream  is  enchanting 
and  entertaining.  Only 
rarely  is  it  tedious,  but  the 
charm  of  the  film  easily 
overcomes  this.  The  film 
was  more  than  worth  the 
time  spent  in  watching  it, 
but  there  were  no  more 
than  forty  people  present. 
The  films  are  entertaining, 
and  it  is  disappointing  that 
so  few  are  taking  advantage 
of  them.
